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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections ~ 35 USC § 102 

2. Claim 34 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
5207196A. 

JP5207196A teaches a device comprising a semiconductor substrate with a wiring layer 
on one side and a patterned aluminum oxide film on the back surface of the substrate (See 
abstract). 

3. Claims 34-36 and 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JP362031922A (Shimojo et al.). 

Shimojo teaches a device having a discontinuous alumina layer (4) formed on an 
aluminum wiring layer (2) (See abstract and Figure 1). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 29-33 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claims 29-33, while the closest prior art of record, Popp, teaches an 

electrolytic capacitor comprising an electrode of an aluminum metal anode foil (electrically 
conductive valve metal substrate) and a dielectric layer of aluminum oxide (valve metal oxide) 
formed on the aluminum anode foil and further teaches that the electrode has a fractal surface 
coating, the Popp reference fails to teach that or suggest that that the fractal surface coating 
includes both a valve metal and a metal oxide thereof. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Claims 29-33 remain allowable over the prior art. The rejections made over the Alugbin 
reference have been withdrawn in response to applicant's amendments to the claims. New 
rejections have been made over claims 34-36 and 45-47 in response to an updated search of the 
prior art necessitated by applicants' amendment to the claims.
